HOLDS SWAY. 


Peking Faces Serious Condi- 
tions of Disorders. 

Old Style Troops Tear Down 
Republican Flags. 


Shooting Is Frequent. De- 
capitations Daily. 


{BY Kp. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

PEKING, March 11.—Armed peace 
holds sway throughout the city. The 
legation quarter is closed and can- 
non have been moved upon the walla. 
Yesterday the old style troops start- 
ed Gisorders and were ordered today 
to proceed to Tungho. They tore 
down the republican flags a i few 
hours before the inauguration of 
Yuan Shi Kai as President of the re- 
public. | 

Many natives followed suit and for 
a time the authorities were con- 
frented with a serious situation. The 
Manchu gérrison and a part of the 
third division now are acting as body- 
guard to President Yuan. 

Manchus hold the site of the de 
etroyed gate to the imperial city with 
Maxim guns, permitting only mer- 
chants to enter. Shootings occur oc- 
casionally, and decapitations daily. 

Prequently at night fires are visi- 
bie in the hilis. Probably the houses 
of farmers are being looted. Few 
shops are open and the wealthy Chi- 
neste remain in the legation quarter. 

For the last several weeks repeti- 
tions of the stories of anarchy, atroci- 
ties and sufferings have been received 
from all the northern provinces. The 
legations are of the opinion that the 
Nanking Cabinet is not capable of 
re-establish order unless the re- 
publican armies are brought to the 
north. 

A Swedish expedition, which has 
wer in North Shen Si, gathering the 
foreigners, has returned to Peking. 
The head of the expedition says that 
Chinese guilds at Kalgan, which lies 
125 miles northwest of Peking, paid 
the Manchu division, in barracks 
there, 26,000 taels for not looting the 
city, but the guilds now are taking 
measures for defense in the fear thet 
the division might break the agree- 
ment.

DUTCH ARE BLAMED.

Johnson, Lissner, 
Heney, t al, as ressed in that 
paper, are only the personal views 
of Chester H. Rowell and not those 
of the owners of the Republican, was 
made plain last Friday night in Fres- 
no by Dr. Chester H. Rowell, uncle 
of the other C. H. R.“ and the prin- 


speaker to laud the President and de- 
mand his renomination. Incidentally, 
Dr. Rowell, with wide divergence from 
the views of his nephew and hired 
man, Editor Rowell, lashed Roosevelt 
with the whips of his sarcasm. 

Dr. Rowell’s explanation of Editor 


Rowell (“Chet”) was very much like 


explaining how a spoiled child has a 
plaything that it would be cruel to 
take away from him. Insurgency in 
the Republican is Editor-nephew 
Rowell's plaything and Dr. Rowell in- 
timated that when Editor Rowell 
(“Chet”) is through playing with it 
the paper will join hands and help 
Taft President for another term.

CHICAGO, . March 11. [Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] “The deteat ot the peace 
treaties with England and France, 
providing for the complete arbitration 
of all questions which might arise 
between the United States and those 
countries, must be laid to the door 
of Theodore Roosevelt.” 

That was the insinuation hurled to- 
day at the New York chudtidate for 
the third term in the Presidency by 
David R. Forgan, president of the 
Taft Club of Illinois, and it derives 
pecullar significance from the circum- 
stance it comes so soon after Presi- 
dent Taft's visit to Chicago, and is 
issued by a man who is in the 
confidence of tae President. 

But Mr. Forgan does not stop there. 
He refers to Mr. Roosevelt ag the 
“self-appointed opponent” of the 
President. He says the peace treaties 
had almost universal support among 
the people and that the great friend 
of the people“ used his influence to 
defeat them to further his cen am- 
bition. 

“The treaties were negotiated by 
President Taft,” said Mr. Forgan. 
“They represented one of his most 
cherished ambitions in behalf of the 
American people and the peace of the 
world. He has personally and with 
unremitting enthusiasm striven for 
the principle of universal peace. These 
treaties had received practically uni- 
versal support both here and abroad.

PLACERVILLE, March 11.—[Ex- 
clustve Dispatch.] The hero of Bul- 
lion Bend was buried today. Gray- 
haired, bent and faltering in step, 
were the half-dozen "49ers who stood 
by as 85-year-old George C. Ramey 
was laid to his last rest. 

Ranney was constable of Hangtown 
in June, 1864, when two stage coaches 
carrying $40,000 in bullion and the 
Wells-Fargo treasure box were held 
up. 

Ranney and Joseph Staples pursued 
the robbers. Staples was shot dead 
and Ranney was seriously wounded.

CANADIANS IN 
~ OCEAN’S GRIP. 


Long Beach Visitors Skirt the 
Dark Valley. 


Plunge Guards Save Lives by 
Prompt Action. 


Damage Done Pier Found to 
Exceed Reports. 


‘LONG BEACH, March 11.—Seek- 
ing to aid his friend, who was in the 
embrace of a tiderip, opposite the 
roller coaster, this morning, William 
H. Stone, aged 48, was himself 
caught in the current and both 
would have drowned but for the 
prompt work of volunteer life savers, 
who, aided by a plunge guard, went 
to the rescue. 

Stone and his friend, J. W. Horne, 
are winter visitors from “Winnepeg, 
Manitoba. A plunge in the surf ts 
their daily recreation, and the ocean 
looking calm enough this morning 
they took advantage of it. Horne 
swam out considerably farther than 
Stone and suddenly found himself in 
a tide-rip. He did not realize how 
serious his position was, but finding 
himself helpless called to Stone for 
ald. The latter, though a much 
weaker swimmer than his friend, 
went at once to aid him and both 
men were swept westward toward the 
roller coaster. Stone rapidly lost his 
strength and in addition became 
frightened and then it was tho 
younger man who, in turn aided. 

Arthur Miller, a bath-house em- 
loyee, was on the roof of the build- 
ng and caught sicht of the strug- 
ling men. He rushed downstairs 
and rang the drowning signal on the 
gong. Thornton Greer, a plunge 
guard, dashed for the beach, as did 
also Wlison Stone, and Walter Bar- 
ton, a former life guard. The trio 
manned the lifeboat and reached the 
drowning men just as Stone was go- 
ing under the last time. He was 
seized by the hair and dragged into 
the boat and then Horne was lifted 
out of danger, and the boat rushed 
to shore. Stone, who was uncon- 
scious, was taken to the Emergency 
Hospital, and after two hours’ work 
was pronounced out of danger. Horne 
was able to dress after reaching 
shore. The nerve of the volunteer 
life crew in going boldly into the 
tide-rip received the commendation 
of spectators. Stone swallowed con- 
siderable salt water and this evening 
ig still a very sick man. 

DAMAGE GREAT. 

With the cessation of the storm, a 
close examination of the wrecked 
outer wharf was posible today, and 
it was found to be in worse shape 
than was expected. Besides carrying 
away 100 feet of the wharf, the eye 
beams under the sun parior are twist- 
ed and wrenched out of shape, and 
only the supporting pijing prevents 
the destruction of the “entire wide 
portion of the pier. One corner of 
the sun parior is unsupported and 
hanging down, and the weight of the 
structure is gradually forcing near-by 
piling lower into the sand, so that 
& recurrence of heavy water would 
undoubtedly prove fatal. 

It is the generally expressed opin- 
fon that the city should at once 
wreck the sun parlor and thus save 
a large amount of good timber, while 
the chance is open. President Craig 
of the Board of Public Works, is of 
the opinion that temporary repairs 
can be made for about $3500, but if 
it should be necessary to use a pile 
driver for additional pile strengthen- 
ing the cost will reach $8000. Mr. 
Craig says that the en accident 
seems to have been due to faulty con- 
struction, and also to the fact that 
cutting two landings in the wharf on 
the east and west sides weakened the 
structure. 

Immediate action of some sort will 
be taken to save further wreckage, 
pending the result of the bond elec- 
tion for a new pier. The Board of 
Public Works gay that sufficient 
funds can be secured by curtailing in 
other departments to pay for re- 
pairs. Examination of the support- 
ing piling under the outer wharf to- 


day showed that many of the piling 


are broken off at the water's surface, 
where the toredos have been busy 
and the piling is hanging unsup- 
ported from the deck.

SANTA ANA, March 11.—E. A. 
Kressen, a Southern California Edi- 
son Company lineman, was electro- 
cuted at 8:30 o'clock this morning 
when at work on a pole four miles 
south of Santa Ana. Kressen acci- 
dentally touched a 2200-volt power 
line with his left hand. 

Elmer Hungerford, foreman of the 
wagon gang, and Charles Walters, at 
work on the ground, state that they 
saw Kressen's body jerk. He took two 
quick steps dowfttward and then fell 
limp in the belt that circled the pole. 
Hungerford quickly climbed the pole 
and in a few minutes the body was 
on the ground and the men were 
working in an effort to revive the 
man. There was no sign of life aft- 
er Kressen fell limp in his belt on 
the pole. 

Kressen was 38 years old, the son 
of W. W. Kressen of Orange.

NO CITY RAILWAY.

gresaman Stephens to Seek More 

Favorable Report Than Stake s. 

A telegram urging that Congress- 
man Stephens make an earnest effort 
at once to obtain a reconsideration of 
the Stokey report on the harbor 
dredging, was sent to Washington 
after a meeting of the Harbor Com- 
mission yesterday afternoon. 

The message signed by A. P. 
Fleming, secretary of the commission, 
is as follows: 

“Your letter March éth, received. 
After consultation with seven civic 
bodies represented in Harbor Confer- 
ence Committee it is unanimously 
agreed that you should proceed at 
once with efforts to obtain recon- 
sideration of Stokey report.“ 

A special committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday afternoon 
considered arrangements for calling 
a convention to nominate a Board of 
Freeholders to prepare a charter for 
the county, but action was postponed 
until today. 

The plan was discussed at the re- 
quest of the Board of Supervisors 
which sent the Chamber of Commerce 
the following statement: 

“The board is very desirous of hav- 
ing the very best of citizens take 
charge of this important work, and 
will suggest that you being the lead- 
ing commercic! organization, co-op- 
erate in initiating a movement to- 
wards selecting’ such men from all 
portions of the county, as will serve 
the best interests of the county in any 
manner that you may deem fit to 
adopt. It is desired that your honor- 
able body call a meeting for this pur- 
pose at the earliest possible date, and 
there select from the county, such 


men as will serve and will properly

UEZ CANAL TOLLS AND PROGRESS. 

In considering the question of tolls 
for the American Panama Canal, some 
guidance may be taken from the record of 
the Suez Canal in that regard, it being well- 
known that the shares (mainly owned by 
Great Britain, thanks to Lord Beaconsfield) 
of that canal are a very profitable invest- 
ment in themselves. 

Tolls were charged at 9 francs (franc 
equals 193-10 cents) per ton register “Dan- 
ube. measurement” which amounted to 
slightly more than $2 ber ton United States 
measurement. 

In January, 1885, the tolls were reduced 
to 7% francs per ton, with the further 
agreement that they should subsequently 
be lowered on a sliding scale as the divi- 
dend increased and that after the dividend 
reached 25 per cent. all the surplus profits 
should be applied in reducing tolls till they 
were lowered down to s francs a ton. 
Under this arrangement they were fixed at 
734 france per ton at the beginning’ of 
1906, earnings evidently not justifying long- 
er continuance of the rate of 1885, namely

Personally, if I am to have an infusion 
of immorality in my plays, I would rather 
have it take the form of light-hearted 
naughtiness. And we do that sort of thing 
so much better nowadays; old Athens can't 
begin to compete with us there.

The Postum company 
insists that all it claimed was that the 
use of grape-nuts as a food, before 
the attack, would in many cases ward 
of appendicitis.
